Then 
the plans must be sent to Washing- 
ton for approval of the federal 
health and education department. 

Miller is hopeful that all of this 
can be cleared and the contracts 
for the sewage disposal and water 
mains awarded by mid-summer. 

The Village has approved a $325,- 
600 general obligation bond to fi- 
nance the project, and will pay for 
the rest through revenue bonds.

The most frequent question put 
to your State Senator* is "How is 
everything going in Springfield?" 
The answer to the question has been 
developing gradually until now it 
can be reported with some convic- 
tion that "everything in Springfield 
is not good." Indeed, the writer 
has never witnessed such utter con- 
fusion and absence of leadership 
during the 10 years he has served^ 
in Springfield. 

This unfortunate situation stems 
largely from the new governor's 
lack of executive and legislative ex- 
perience. He is admittedly frus- 
trated by his predicament This 
would not be so bad if he had 
strong and cooperative legislative 
leaders to whom to turn for direc- 
tion and advice. However, this 
leadership is divided into two or 
three camps each exercising indi- 
vidual power. ) 

The governor committed a grave 
error in allowing the democratic 
minority in the House to subvert 
several Republican members into a 
pseudo bipartisan majority. This 
mistake has resulted in a potent 
rival political force led by the 
Speaker of the House, Paul Powell. 
Powell is a formidable personality 
with whom Mayor Daley has had 
to reckon in the past and who can 
now choose what parts of the new 
governor's legislative proposals the 
House will pass — and what parts it 
will not pass. 

The new governor's opportunities 
to work with the Republican lead- 
ers in the House are practically nil. 

The situation in the State Senate 
is no better. The democratic leader 
is minority floor leader, Sen. Donald 
J. O'Brien. In addition, he is 
spokesman for Chicago's Mayor 
Daley, who is by far the most potent 
political force in the State. But 



democratic leadership in the Senate 
appears to be divided between the 
minority floor leader and the new 
democratic Lieutenant Governor, 
Samuel Shapiro, a veteran of 14 
years in the Illinois House, and the 
most experienced legislator on the 
democratic team. The Lieutenant 
Governor appears to serve as the 
new governor's spokesman in the 
Senate, although as presiding officer 
he has no opportunity to speak. 

Several other democratic mem- 
bers of the House and Senate exer- 
cise some of the prerogatives of 
leadership from time to time. This 
only adds to the confusion with the 
various quarterbacks frequently 
mixing up the signals while the ball 
is being snapped. 

More confusion lies ahead as the 
absence of a coordinated legislative 
program becomes clearly evident. 
The more recent proposals to re- 
plenish the state's dwindling rev- 
nuea are indefinite and inadequate. 
A substitute or supplemental pro- 
gram will have to be offered later 
in the session. But almost four 
months of the six-month session 
have passed, and it Is getting late 
in the game for comprehensive 
plans. We may muddle through. 
Let us hope ao. This writer— if 
invited to support sound measures 
—will notf be deterred bf any parti- 
san consideration. But so far, the 
numerous democratic leaders have 
emphasized that they don't need 
Republican 'help. 

And so, the confusion goes on and 
on— as it reaches close to a state 
of chaos. 

It is this writer's prediction that 
many major issues will end in a 
stalemate — which will only be re- 
solved in a Special Session of the 
Illinois General Assembly after our 
adjournment on June 30. 

Watch and see. 



A few weeks ago Governor Ker- 
ner mentioned in a message to' the 
legislature that the state's pension 
funds need to be put in better 
shape. 

That statement produced no head- 
lines, but it is important to all Illi- 
nois citizens— particularly teachers, 
policemen, firemen, and others who 
are looking to a city or the state 
for a pension at some future date. 

Let's take as an example the pen- 
sion fund in the worst shape— the 
State Teachers* Retirement System, 
the system for all teachers- outside 
of Chicago. 

Those responsible for administer- 
ing the fund for some reason seem 
to feel it is necessary to tell teach- 
ers the fund is in good shape. I've 
spoken to teachers' groups occa- 
sionally and told them they should 
be watching their pension funds 
carefully. Almost every time a 
week or two later I'll receive a let- 
ter from a teacher stating that she 
was told by someone she wrote to 
that the funds are in good shape. 

What are the facts? 

The Pension Laws Commission 
and the nation's -leading expert in 
pension funds, A. A Weinberg, both 
have warijed the state that the situ- 
ation is not healthy. Weinberg re- 
ports that the system "is in a pre- 
carious financial state. Its finan- 
cial condition has been steadily de- 
teriorating throughout the years." 

There is a total of $150 million 
accumulated in the fund at the 
present time, but the experis say 
that for the system to be really 
sound it should have approximate- 
ly $480 million more in it. This is 
on the basis of carefully studied 
needs in the years to come. 

This $480 million is referred to as 
an "unfunded accrued liability." As 
of June 30th of last year, the exact 



figure the system was short 

$405,042,000. This has now 

to the approximate $400 million 

figure,. 

How could such a situation de- 
velop? 

It comes about In two way*. 

First the teachers pay a per* 
centage of their salary and the state 
is supposed to match that sum. In 
the past the state has not fully 
matched these funds. Of the $180 
million now in the fund, almost all 
of it Is from the. teachers, not the 
state. 

Secondly, sometimes pensions sys- 
tems provide Increased benefits 
without calling for matching 
amounts of increased payments. 
People in any system who ask for 
increased benefits had better be 
ready to pay an increased percent- 
age Into a pension fund. 

All of this does not mean that 
tomorrow the teachers will be with- 
out pensions. 

But it does mean that unless 
teachers, legislators and taxpayers 
take a greater interest in this fund, 
the time could come when pensions 
might have to be reduced. 

My personal feeling is that the 
state has a moral obligation to 
these people to see that they get 
the pensions they have been prom- 
ised. 

For some time A. A Weinberg 
and Rep. Noble Lee, Republican of 
Chicago who heads the Pension 
Laws Commission, have been warn- 
ing that things are not good. 

Fortunately for the teachers and 
the state, Governor Kerner plans' to 
do something about it 

But the situation demands con- 
stant attention by teachers, and by 
all others who are involved in pen- 
sion systems.!

Conflicting requirements for 
equipment on boat and other small 
trailers are confusing motorists who 
use such equipment and may be 
costing some states huge sums 'of 
money in tourist revenue, according 
to a survey by the Outboard Boat- 
ing Club of America. 

To remedy the situation, OBC 
has prepared and distributed to 
lawmakers in the various states a 
Model State Boat Trailer Act. 

The survey, covering the 90 
states, uncovered many instances of 
conflicting regulations, not only be- 
tween states which border, one an- 
other, but even within a given state. 

The survey also found that in 
some states, laws pertaining to the 
operation of commercial carriers 
are applied to privately owned boat 
trailers. This leads to equipment 
requirements and other restrictions 
which are impractical in the case of 
smaller units. Excessive equipment 
requirements and conflicts with 
home state laws discourage out-of- 
state motorists from using the high- 
ways and tourists facilities in many 
states, the survey concluded. 

The Model State Boat Trailer Act 
was compiled finder the guidance 
of the Engineering Committee of 
the Boat Trailer Manufacturers As- 
sociation.

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Insulation Helps 
Families Afford 
Better Houses 

If home builders used greater 
amounts of insulation than the 
minimum required by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration, 
more families would be eligible 
to buy better houses with FHA- 
insured mortgages. 

A method to determine ex- 
actly how families' with lower 
incomes can be made eligible 
for financing assistance has re- 
sulted from a joint research 
project of the National Associa- 
tion of Home Builders and the 
National Mineral Wool Insula- 
tion Association. 

The study was based on the 
fact that as home operating costs 
decrease, the owner can afford 
higher monthly mortgage pay- 
ments. 

Income Need Cut 

In a typical case, the addition 
of a moderate amount of insula- 
tion to a house would reduce the 
monthly fuel bill by |2.83 white 
the monthly mortgage payment 
would increase 47 cents to pay 
for the additional insulation. 
Under the FHA's system of rat- 
ing "buyer's ability to pay," the 
amount of annual income re-* 
quired to be eligible for the bet- 
ter insulated house would be 
$200 less than for the one with 
minimum insulation. 

With the same income re- 
quirement, a buyer would be 
eligible for a better house. For 
example, he could afford a $14,- 
800 house instead of one priced 
at $14,300. 

The extent of change in eligi- 
bility rating would vary from 
one FHA field office jurisdiction 
to another. Heating fuel costs, 
efficiency of the heating system, 
and the severity of the climate 
also would have an effect.

■Ingenious,* Says Official 
The Heating Index system has 
been characterized by M. Carter 
McFarland, chief economist of 
the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency, as a "very ingenious 
and sound device." An explana- 
tion of the system has been sent 
by FHA headquarters in Wash- 
ington to all field offices. 

The FHA letter asks field of- 
fice directors to use the Heating 
index system in carrying out 
the previously established policy 
of giving credit for efficient mate- 
rials and design to reduce a 
home owner's monthly operat- 
ing expense.

; More than 5 million veterans will 
share In dividends totaling some 
$230. million to be mailed out be- 
tween July 1 and Aug. 4, according 
to James S, Gleason, administrator 
of Veterans Affairs in Washington. 

; The special dividend will be in 
addition to March payments, it was 
announced. Payments will be made 
automatically to policy holders of 
U. S. Government Life Insurance.

The Lake County Health Depart- 
ment has just completed a survey of 
selected families which pointed out 
a need for polio protection among 
the pre-school children and adults.

The findings show that 
of the children under age five 
less than one half had received 
three shots of Salk Vaccine. 

Dr. Baker pointed out that the 
oral polio vaccine will not be avail- 
able to the citizens of Lake County 
this year and in order to receive 
protection from Salk Vaccine it is 
necessary to begin the series of 
Immunizations now. The health 
department is recommending that 
all unprotected individuals should 
see their family physician now and 
received their first Salk Vaccine In- 
jection, the next one month later, 
and the third, five months later. 
It is now recommended that every- 
one should receive an annual boost- 
er after their original Salk Vaccine 
Series.

The Chicago disbursement office 
will handle about 12 million of the 
over 40 million income tax refunds 
claimed by the nation's taxpayers.

Keeping Your Toddler Safe

We still do not know how to pre- 
vent many of the diseases of baby- 
hood. But we do know how to pre- 
vent most of the accidents in which 
a baby may become involved. And 
accidents cause more deaths and 
more serious damage among babies 
than any single disease. 

In this column, we will describe 
what you can do to keep your baby 
safe when he reaches the adven- 
turous age of the toddler, the Age 
from one to two. 

It is at this age that baby likes 
to roam all over the house. He 
begins to touch, feel and investi- 
gate. He likes to climb to unbe- 
lievable heights and poke and probe 
into anything and everything. He 
opens door and drawers. He takes 
things apart. He likes to play in 
water. 

At this age, baby hasn't learned 
all the lessons about danger, and 
unless you watch and teach him, he- 
can get into trouble. Pediatricians 
tell us the time to start teaching 
your child the rules of safety i3 
when he starts to crawl, stepping up 
the teaching as baby nears his first 
birthday. It may take four or five 
years before you can have much 
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The job of teaching safety, of 
course, is never-ending. To teach 
safety to a child, start with some 
simple lessons as too occasions 
arise^ — to avoid a hot stove, for ex- 
ample. You should go about the 
job gradually and consistently. 

Here are precautions to take to 
keep your toddler safe: 

Prevent Tumbling — Use safety 
gates on porches and tops of stairs, 
Window guards and securely fas- 
tened screens are a must. 

Doors— Those that lead to base- 
ment steps, driveways and danger 
areas should be locked. Install 
child safety locks on automobile 
doors. Keep all poisons under lock 
and key. 

Light Fixtures — Open or unused 
light sockets should be covered. 

Garden Pools— Cover or fence 
any open pool. 

Bath Tubs— Baby should not be 
left in the tub alone, even for a 
split second. He may turn on hot 
water or slip and fall. 

Diapers — They should be chemi- 
cally clean, fit snugly and be se- 
curely pinned. Check safety pins 
and discard those that do not close 
properly. 

Safe Flay — At this age, baby's 
favorite place to play is the kitchen.
